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Voters to face cumbersome ballot

Romulus voters will be faced with a cumbersome ballot in 
the Aug 7 city primary election for selection of 14 council 
candidates for the Nov. 6 general election. 

Likewise, the voters will be faced with a number of city 
charter amendments designed to clarify the charter and 
bring it more in line with state laws. 

Voters will select 14 of 28 citizens seeking election to the 
city council. Included in the list of 28 are the seven incumbent 
councilmen, President Jimmie C. Raspberry and councilmen 
Edmund W. Bizek. Fred Junior Block, Brooker R. Edwards, 
William M. Oakley, Ellis T. Pennington and James C. 
Stewart. 

THE LIST also is divided into several slates, including one 
of three incumbents — Raspberry. Edwards and Pennington. 

Two other incumbents, Block and Oakley, are included on 
the "IQ Slate” with three newcomers. 

Also on the IQ State (Citizens for Integrity and Quality in 
Romulus Government) are Perry C. Gray, Donald J. Treder

and Gilbert E. White. 

The remaining incumbents, Bizek and Stewart, are run- 
ning as independent candidates. 

THE LIST of selections also is divided into another slate — 
that of Terry L Troutt, candidate for mayor in the Nov. 6 
general election. 

Although Troutt will not have to face a primary vote, his 
five council candidates, Richard E. Butz, Lnng Coleman, 
Joan A. Lee, Robert H. Martin and Jack H. Trumble, will be 
running on the primary ticket. 

Independent cand J dates on the ballot are Barry T. 
Baumann, Gervazio Canejo, Charles J Dick Jr., Davis B. 
Draper, John L. Gilligan, Thomas J. Gondek, John M 
Kruszko, Frank R. Kudla, Beverly McAnally, Michael C. 
Molenda. Thomas B Morris, Robert D. Plank, Dolores E. 
Ristow and John R Ryznar 

The charter amendments to be included on the ballot will 


clarify the terms in office of the councilmen, clarify the line 
of succession in the event the mayor cannot serve out his full 
term, clarify the council’s power to establish administrative 
departments and change the requirements for filing for of- 
fice. 

THE AMENDMENTS change the council term from seven 
two-year terms served concurrently to three four-year terms 
and four four-year terms served on a staggered basis. 

The change will allow the voters to select four councilmen 
for four year terms in one election year, and select the 
remaining three councilmen for four year terms, two years 
later 

A second charter change gives the council the power to 
appoint a mayor in the event the elected mayor is incapable 
of serving his term in office and the mayor pro-tern, (council 
president) is unwilling to serve the unexpired term. 

The third change will give the council more definite powers

Two of three incumbent 
council candidates running as 
part of a slate believe that the 
administration is at fault for 
creating a communication gap 
in the Romulus City govern- 
ment. 

Brooker R. Edwards and 
Ellis T. Pennington, blame the 
administration for causing a 
communication problem, 
while their running mate. 
Council President Jimmie C. 
Raspberry, believes he can 
work with an administration 
for the improvement of 
Romulus 

Edwards, 47. said: “I would 
work with the administration 
100 percent to correct the 
communication problem there 
seems to be, but the ad- 
ministration wants to work for 
big business in Romulus and 
not the little man. as I’d like 
to We don’t see eye-to-eye on 
how to best help the citizens of 
the community.” 

EDWARDS, resident of the 
community for the past 21 
years, said Romulus is in need 
of sounder planning, possibly 
the type provided by a full 
time planning consultant, but 
that the city administration 
has refused to hire a full time 
planner 

“The council agreed to hire 
a planner at $17,000 per year,” 
Edwards said. “But the ad- 
ministration said it wouldn’t 
pay any more than it pays its 
present department heads - 
about $13,500 per year 
“You can t get anyone with 
expertise in the field for that 
kind of money. 

“I’m afraid development 
and business stop for lack of a 
planner.” 

PENNINGTON. 45, a 23- 
year resident of the com- 
munity. said: there is a need 
for a full time planner, but the 
limitation on salary will hurt 
the city 

Raspberry, 52, has spent 30 
years in Romulus He said: “I 
can work with any man. There 
is a city communication 
problem today because the 
council isn’t aprised of the 
situations in Romulus 
“I think we can improve the 
communication problem by 
getting more people involved 
m the government, forcing all 
public officials to stay con- 
cerned and open to 
discussion.” 

Raspberry said he has 
promoted sounder planning in 
community development for 
the past three years. 

During that time, the 
council appropriated $ 20,000 
each year for a planner.” 


recent survey. 

Richard E Butz, 47, is a 
newcomer to Romulus politics 
running with Troutt. 

IIE SEES a problem in 
communication, and said : “If 
we get the Troutt ticket 
elected, we’d solve the 
problem, because we are all 
dedicated to the same goals, 
and will work together for the 
same purposes.” 

A resident of Romulus for 
seven years, Butz said the city 
needs sounder planning in 
development. 

“If the Troutt team were 
elected, we’d work as a 
council and mayor to develop 
that sounder planning,” he 
said. “Right now, a great 
many areas of development, 
need clarification, and the 
need for clarification breeds 
delays, which discourage 
developers from coming to our 
community ” 

Lnng Coleman, 32, agreed 
with Butz on the com- 
munication problem, and on 
its solution 

“One of the reasons I got 
involved is because the 
problem discouraged a con- 
tractor from coming to the 
city,’’ Colesman said 
“Hopefully, the Troutt team 
w ill be swept into office, and 
we’ll work as a group for 
improving the community. 

"WE WILL vote as in- 
dividuals, but will have the 
same broad goals, which solve 
many of the communication 
problems.” 

Coleman, a resident of the 
community for the past 12 
years, said sounder planning 
and community development 
will come with unified body 
“doing all they can together to 
get developers into town.” 

Joan A Lee, 29, said: 
“There should be regular 
meetings betwen the mayor 
and the council to discuss 
problems.

The present charter calls for at least 100 and not more than 
200 signatures on the nominating petitions. 

Changes in the procedure in spending city funds also will be 
requested in a charter amendment. The proposed change will 
make the checks and balances between the city ad- 
ministration and the council more stringent. 

Voters will not have to choose administrative candidates 
on the Aug 7 primary election ballot because only two 
candidates filed for each administrative spot — mayor, clerk 
and treasurer. 

THE THREE incumbents, Mayor Hyle Carmichael, Clerk 
Leonard Folmar and Treasurer, Albert Glinski, filed as a 
slate. While challengers Terry L Troutt, mayoral candidate, 
Gary Bingamen, clerk candidate and John B. Lewkowicz, 
treasurer candidate, are running as a team 

Their names will appear on the Nov. 6 general election 
ballot.

WCGH regains 
its accreditation

A 10-month battle to im- 
prove health care conditions 
at Wayne County General 
Hospital was won by the 
County board of com- 
missioners yesterday when 
the Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals 
• JCAHi reaccredited the 
facility. 


Hospital to change 
policy for payment 


Wayne County General 
Hospital recently switched to 
a new “pay as you go” basic 
for patient care. 

In the past, hospital 
authorities were lax in 
collecting fees for patient care 
from health insurance com- 
panies, because the county 
subsidized health care costs in 
a majority of instances said 
Wayne County Commissioner 
Tom Taylor <D-20th District). 

The laxity cost the county 
almost $12 million yearly in 


medical costs. 

Under the new plan, 
patients must finance their 
health care immediately, 
forcing administrators to seek 
out alternate health care 
programs for payment rather 
than relying on county taxes 
for paying medical costs 

At the same time, patients 
who are under county care are 
paid for at the same time as 
patients who finance health 
care costs through health 
insurance 


The reaecreditation came 
after the JCAH lifted ac- 
creditation of the county in- 
stitution following a Sep- 
tember investigation which 
found 66 deficiencies— 12 of 
them termed major— in the 
hospital's health care, record 
keeping and plant con- 
struction. 

In announcing the reac 
creditation, County Com- 
missioner Thomas Taylor <D- 
20th District ) said “Never in 
their experience has the JCAH 
seen a government hospital 
turned around so quickly and 
significantly.” 

••THE LOSS of accreditation 
has proven to be a blessing in 
disguise because the action 
called to the attention of the 
board the things which needed 
to improve county health care. 

“The problem pointed out 
the need for very close contact 
with administration of the 
hospital on the part of the 
board of commissioners.” 

Taylor is the board’s 
designated liason with the

To cost $1.5 million 

Huron plans sewer project 


Plans are underway for a $1.5 million sewer 
project in Huron Township which will not 
increase the township’s tax millage 
Township officials are sending question- 
naires to members of the community to 
assess their sew r er needs and to determine 
priorities for sewer installation 
Towmship supervisor George W. Moore, 
said the township presently assesses 12 mills 
for sewer and water system construction, and 
from this assessment and additional tap-ins 
when the sewer system is expanded, enough 
money will be garnered to pay off the $1.5 
million bond issue. 

The township will begin advertising for bids 


to construct a $300,000 sewer project in the 
Springhill Subdivision, as part of the massive 
sewer program 

Springhill Subdivision has more than 60 
homes located off King Road between 
Inkster and Middlebelt Roads Bids w ill open 
Aug 27 

Officials say construction on the Springhill 
sewer project could begin with six weeks 
after a construction bid is accepted 

I he unincorporated village of Willow; a part 
of the Huron Township sewer progrum. has 
completed engineering for sewer con- 
struction, and will begin the actual con- 
struction by next July 


A\nother incumbent, James 
C Stewart. 47. said the city 
must hire a full-time planner 
to promote orderly 
development 

“We have to plan for the 
future, but when the council 
offers $17,000 for a planner, 
we re told the administration 
will only pay $13,500 - not 
enough for a good planner.” 
the 18-year Romulus resident 
said 

Barry T Baumann, a 22- 
year-old newcomer to politics 
who has spent his entire life in 
Romulus said: “Com- 

munication will be solved if 
I’m elected because I’m not 
out for myself, and don’t owe 
any allegiances to a slate. 

Baumann said he would 
advocate a new master plan, 
which is followed strictly, to 
improve Romulus’ develop- 
ment. 

“We need a new plan to 
chart our growth, and need an 
industrial coordinator to 
promote it.” he said. 

Gervazio Canejo. 43. said 
“1 w ill work with anyone who 
is elected to promote a better 
Romulus,” 

He said community groups 
can go a long way toward 
promoting and planning the 
community’s growth 

“I joined the Chamber of 
Commerce to promote 
Romulus,” said the 21-year- 
resident “I believe other 
people should get involved ” 

Charles J Dick, Jr.. 37, 
said: “The communications 
will be improved if the voters 
elect people who want to 
represent them, and are not 
concerned with their image ” 

The 32-year resident of the 
commumiy said “Romulus 
needs a planning department 
a full time planner to improve 
growth and an industrial 
coordinator to sell the com 
munity ” 

Davis B Draper, 62. a 35- 
y ear-resident, said: “The 
council has to learn its place in 
government before the 
communication problem is 
solved The council is not the 
administration in govern- 
ment 

Draper said the community

Township to sue 
for day-in-court

Huron Township may file 
suit in Wayne County Circuit 
Court against the Michigan 
State Commission in the 
tow nship’s protest of the state 
tax equalization factor 
Supervisor George W. 
Moore said that Huron 
Township Attorney Richard 
James has been instructed to 
prepare court action in the 
township’s appeal for a 
hearing on the township’s 
grievances regarding the tax 
equalization factor 
The suit is expected to be 
formally filed with the court in 
about two weeks Moore said. 

Previous applications to the 
tax commission to grant a 
hearing on the township's 
protest of the state tax 
equalization factor has met 
with failure. Moore said. 

A similar request to Gov. 
William G Milliken early last 
month has not brought any 
response as yet 
The supervisor also 
dispatched letters to more 


than 130 state representatives 
demanding a Michigan House 
of Representatives hearing 
on the township’s tax protest 

The supervisor said last 
year and again this year 
appeals for hearings before 
the tax commission were 
denied. 

The annual state 
assessment valuation (SAV) 
factor set by the tax com- 
mission is used to compute 
property taxes in the town- 
ship 

“We object to the SAV 
factor set by the com- 
mission.” Moore said “Since 
1964 there has been an in- 
crease in the township’s state 
equalization property 
valuation of 11 per cent every 
year except this year which is 
not entirely justified.” 

The SAV factor which is 
used to bring property 
valuation assessments up to 
meet state criteria and tax 
assessing procedures is now 
set at 2.30 per cent in contrast 
to 2.09 per cent last year. 
Moore said

hospital, operating out of 
offices on the Wayne County 
General Hospital grounds in 
an effort to keep the com- 
missioners informed of the 
hospital’s status. 

During the past 10 months, 
the hospital has added more 
than 100 new employes in- 
cluding 62 registered nurses. 
43 new clerks, 10 medical 
technicians, five licensed 
practical nurses, one medical 
attendant, one lab technician 
and one social worker to 
correct some manpower 
deficiencies. 

COST of the more than 100 
new positions comes to SI. 5 
million in new construction to 
correct structural 
inadequacies cited bv the 
JCAH 

Included in the construction 
costs is S10 million for the new’ 
long term care facility and $5 
million for such im- 
provements as a new ob- 
stetrics-new born infant care 
unit, new r out-patient clinic 
facility, plans for a new 
psychiatric building and new’ 
air conditioning for the acute 
hospital. 

Another $4 million in 
maintenance costs will be 


saved annually in the 
psychiatric care division 
through a reevaluation of 
present psychiatric care 
facilities and an upgrading 
structures in the division 

The county’s psychiatric 
hospital, a seperate facility, is 
operating under a six-month 
provisional license and is in 
danger of losing its permanent 
authorization. 

The commissioners said 


negotiations are underway 
with the legislature to secure a 
$39 million loan from the state 
to build a new’ psychiatric 
building and a new’ jail 
The accrediting group 
consists of representatives of 
the American Hospital 
Association, the American 
Mediacal Association, the 
American College of Surgeons 
and the American College of 
Physicians.

The medical advisory 
committee that asked PCHA 
for a definite policy, suggested 
patting abortions under the 
guidance and control of each 
hospital's department of 
obstetrics and gynecology 

Only physicians with 
“major privileges” in ob- 
stetrics and gynecology would 
be allowed to perform abor- 
tions and would allow each 
department of obstetrics and 
gynecology to recommend 
rules governing places and 
times for abortions in each 
hospital, the committee 
suggested. 

“IN' A POLL of doctors 
throughout the authority,” Dr 
Wicht said, “more than 90 per 
cent of the physicians on staff 
desire some sort of definitive 
policy, while fewer than 50 per 
cent expressed willingness 
have abortions performed in 
the authority’s hospitals. 

“On the question of abor- 
tions. the entire process is 
elective, both for the doctors 
who may be asked to perform 
abortions and for the women 
who arc to undergo abortions 

“Neither doctors nor women 
would be forced to undergo 
abortions against their will

“I don’t see why the council 
and administration can’t sit 
down and find our common 
goals to improve com- 
munications.” 

MRS.\LEE. who has been in 
the community three and a 
half y^ars, said com- 
munication should go farther 
than between just the bran- 
ches of government

people.” she said “I’d like to

Automobile Club of Michigan 

“This decline is even more 
alarming when it is con- 
sidered that for the past five 
years tourism has been 
growing at a 10 to 15 per cent 
rate annually," said Joseph 
Ratke, Auto Club touring 
manager 

“A tourism drop in northern 
Michigan apparently has 
resulted in many motorists 
traveling near home to con- 
serve fuel,’ 1 he said. “This 
factor has boosted southern 
Michigan tourism somewhat, 
but not enough to offset a 
general decline across the 
state. 

“CANCELING travel plans 
to northern resort areas is 


unfortunate since the biggest 
problem area for obtaining 
gas is south of a line from Bay 
City to Ludington." 

Two-thirds of the northern 
Lower Peninsula stations are 
operating normally and 80 per 
cent of the Upper Peninsula 
stations are open the same as 
before the shortage 
developed. Three of four 
stations limiting operations to 
conserve fuel are located in 
southern Lower Michigan 
“Despite the availability of 
gas, a number of northern 
motel, campground and 
tourist attraction managers 
are reporting business drops 
ranging from 10 to 35 per 
cent,” Ratke said 
An Auto Club travel counter 


survey shows that many 
motorists are hesitant to drive 
to resort areas because they 
fear running out of gas. One- 
third of the persons requesting 
travel information from Auto 
Club have asked about 
availability of gasoline for 
their trip 

AN AUTO CLUB survey of 
tourism operations indicates 
substantial drops across 
portions of Michigan as 
compared with last year: 

— Nearly half the state park 
campgrounds have an 
average five per cent 
decrease in attendance.

Law to protect

Holder-in-Due-Course Doc- 
trine, consumers may have 
the right to withhold payment 
if their merchandise is not 
delivered or arrives damaged 
or defective. The law also 
applies to home improvement 
contracts. 

Before the law was changed 
at the beginning of this year, 
banks and finance companies 
had the right to demand 
payment on contracts they 
had purchased even if the 
consumer had a valid com- 
plaint against the original 
seller.

Our MIA's remain 
missing in action 


Todav s edition concludes the special series 
on life in a North Vietnamese prisoner of war 
camp-and the safe return of POW Lt. Col. 
Donald E. Odell. 

The response to Col Odell’s six-part story 
has been heartening. The heartening news 
comes by learning that the vast majority of 
our citizens share the colonel’s love for 
America and freedom 

Col. Odell’s story is a vivid account of 
man’s determination to survive, yet retain a 
sense of love for his country - even when he 
learns that back home Americans are 
parading with the banners of the Viet Cong. 

The POW’s are home. Col Odell is home - 
yet U S. authorities are gearing up for what 
may prove to be the toughest task of 
all. ..accounting for the men still missing in 
action in Southeast Asia. 

Three families in Western Wayne County 
are also waiting. They wajH for news on the 
whereabouts of their MIA loved ones. 

We must not forget MIA’s Sgt. Gary 
La Bohn and Sgt. Kefugio Teran. both of 
Westland - for if we do, then we lose grasp of 
the true meaning of faith in God. 


At the State Department, the officer in 
charge of POW-MIA < prisoner of w ar-missing 
in action) affairs, Frank Sieverts, says: 
"We’re not ready to relax yet. We are con- 
tinuing with the very serious work of sear- 
ching for information about the missing-in- 
action.” 

Sieverts emphasizes that the search is 
going to be a grim, heart-breaking job. Of 
some 1.900 missing in action in Southeast 
Asia, only 588 have been accounted for so far. 
leaving more than 1.300 whose fate is 
unknown 

In Laos, for example, only nine Americans 
have turned up out of a total of more than 300. 

‘We intend to be as thorough and as quick 
as possible,” says Sieverts. “No one wants to 
prolong the uncertainty.” 

Sieverts makes it clear that the State 
Department and military officials w r on’t 
let up until ihey have exhausted all effort to 
account for the MIAs. 

If POW Col. Odell could keep the faith... 
we must now work for news on the 
whereabouts of 1,300 MIA’s - it’s called faith.

A returned POW's personal reflections 


Col. Odell concludes his story-part 6

Back home now, walking familiar streets 
again as a free man, I look back on those 5*? 
years as a prisoner of war in North Vietnam and 
I do not consider them totally lost 

If this seems strange, let me hasten to add I 
would not want to repeat the experience but 
neither do I consider the 2,007 days spent as a 
prisoner of the North Vietnamese as mere pages 
on a calendar 

I learned, during this period, more about 
myself and my fellow' man than it is the privilege 
of many individuals to learn in a lifetime of 
living 

I learned to be more tolerant of other people’s 
behavior, their idiosyncracies and their faults. I 
have become more respectful of their opinions, 
their hopes and their aspirations and their 
motivations. 

The reason I have changed in this respect is 
because 1 was subjected for long periods of time 
to close confinement with one or two other in- 
dividuals Each of us came from different 
backgrounds and environments We were pretty 
set in our ways about many things but, in order 
to survive the ordeal we all underwent at various 
times and in varying degrees, each of us had to 
give a little and channel whatever strength we 
possessed physically and mentally into one 
direction for Ihe common good. As we learned 
early, we needed each other for survival. 


Self-dignity 

In the face of constant efforts to divide us, to 
isolate us and to degrade us by unspeakable 
treatment, it was important for self dignity that 
we retain what meager threads of humanity 
existed for us We found it amongst one another 
by the simple process of listening, patience, 
showing understanding w r hen someone felt he 
had betrayed himself, us or his country 

In other words, we may have reached the 
ultimate understanding of one another as human 
beings under the mast animal like existence 

While I feel 1 have a better insight into myself 
< there was much time during those 54 years for 
self introspection i and my fellow man, I reserve 
the right not to change my beliefs and feeling 
toward those w ho evidence attitudes detrimental 
to our country and our society 

While 1 realize that one of our most precious 
traditions is that of free speech, 1 do not feel it 
should be distorted to the point where some in 
dividuals felt it was their right to desecrate our 


flag, flaunt law and order and otherwise comport 
themselves in what I feel to be an un-American 
manner. 

Discouragement 

For instance, a great source of discourage- 
ment and frustration to us as prisoners of war 
was the actions of the anti-war extremists (the 
socalled professional protestors), who visited 
North Vietnam during our imprisonment. 

We were shown newsreels and given articles 
about the mass anti-war demonstrations. Much 
of this brought us to near tears when we saw and 
heard w'hat was going on back home while we 
were trying to maintain the ideals of our country 
and the commitments it had made to other 
nations in respect to the Communist threat 

I felt, as did many other POWs, that the North 
Vietnamese relied heavily on these demon- 
strations and anti-American articles and 
speeches as encouragement to continue the war 
that the demonstrations would gain 
momentum and force the administration into a 
decision which would be detrimental to the ideals 
in which we believed and were trying to uphold 

On several occasions, our interrogators told 

us: 

“Time is on our side, eventually we will win 
your country is being divided from w'ithin and 
the dissidents are growing in numbers.” 

Internal decay 

We were told, as we sat alone in those in- 
terrogation rooms, that America, like the an- 
cient societies of Home and Greece, would ex- 
plode from within and collapse and our country, 
as w f e had known it, would no longer exist. 

Probably the worst non-physical blow, 
however, was to be told by our captors that some 
of the anti-war activists were their "friends” and 
sympathetic to their cause and, if directed, these 
"friends” could be persuaded to bring harm to 
our families back in the United States 
We did not really believe this, of course, but 
the seed had been planted and it did disconcert 
as To my knowledge, outside of a few abusive 
phone calls, no threats were made 
I classify the activists into two groups, one 
whose followers 1 considered to be un American 
in their disrespect for flag, country and law and 
order the other, those who felt we ought to go 
in with the idea of winning and enough force to 
win and not draw out the conflict 

Strong feelings 

If I seem to have strong feelings about this, it is 
because I realize now, more than ever, just what 
this country means to me and all Americans I 
realize now more than ever before what a fine 


country we have and 1 know, should any of you 
reading this, experience (and God forbid that 
you do> just a fraction of the time w r e spent in 
North Vietnamese prison camps, you, too would 
come back with the same feeling 

The resumption of bombing in the spring of 
1972 was a blessing as far as I’m concerned and 
this was the attitude of most of the POWs w'ith 
whom I shared a cell. 

We felt the only way this conflict would be 
settled and we'd be free men again was to in- 
crease the pressure on North Vietnam, thus 
forcing a negotiation on reasonable terms. After

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years of sitting waiting, we decided the only way 
we would gain our freedom again was to do just 
this 

As ironic as it may seem, we felt that our 
country had to do the following 1) bomb 
Haiphong harbor and stop the shipment of 
goods; 2) mine the tributary rivers thus shutting 
off small craft transport via junk ships out of 
China, and, 3) increase the aerial bombardment 
on North Vietnam to the point where they would 
be convinced we were sincere in our stand and 
we would fulfill our commitments as agreed 
upon under the Southeast Asia Treaty 
Organization (SEATO). 

Good news 

Needless to say. when we heard the President 
had ordered the mining of the harbor and rivers 
and that B 52s had struck North Vietnam, we told 
each other we’d be home in six months 

We were wrong — we were home in three 
months 

I was not in Hanoi the night the first B-52s 
came, as I had been transferred to a camp in the 
mountains near the China Inirder but later, just 
prior to release. 1 met some of the prisoners who 
were in Hanoi that night One of them told how 
the prisoners remaining at the Hanoi Hilton 
climbed upon one another’s shoulders to the 
windows near the ceiling to see the sight of the 
boml>ers sweeping over the city He also told me 
of the tremendous reaction among the POWs 


who expressed their joy by laughing and 
cheering, figuring the end was near 

I feel we owe President Nixon a great deal of 
thanks and appreciation for allowing us to return 
home with honor as opposed to some other 
solutions put forth. I personally feel that the 
President made a very difficult decision, con- 
sidering there was little public support Yet due 
to his concern for the people not only in America 
but Southeast Asia as well, he had the courage of 
his convictions to make this decision that 
ultimately shortened the conflict 

Praises Nixon 

It was a decision that also insured our 
honorable return home earlier than anticipated 
1 therefore have a tremendous respect and ad- 
miration for President Nixon and the Silent 
Majority who supported his cause 

A big shock to me upon my return was to learn 
how extensive the drug abuse problem had 
become among the young. 1 wonder at the lack of 
strength in our laws which would prohibit or 
discourage the pushers from inflicting their dope 
on our children I would hope that we have not 
become so complacent, whether it be parent or 
government, to let this situation continue to the 
point where it would jeopardize the lives of our 
young people 

The clothing styles, certainly, I have been able 
to accept generally but I do not go for the wild, 
really colorful patterns and combinations I see 
today Probably in time I’ll go right along with 
the fad changes 

After all, wearing a striped shirt, polka dot tie 
and checked or plaid jacket is a lot different 
from a shapeless, black, long sleeved shirt tied in 
the front with string sewn to the hem 

I would have to say that I do like, enjoy and 
appreciate the women’s styles of today We had 
hoped that the style, brought to our attention by 
pilots shot down toward the end of the conflict, 
would not be changed particularly the mini- 
skirt 

Notices growth 

I immediately noticed how much the com- 
munity had grown during my absence This 
growth was reflected in the many civic and 
governmental buildings that had risen while I 
was gone, the miles of new expressways; 
literally hundreds of new homes, townhouses, 
condominiums and schools 

Even though I ve been home only a relatively _ 
short time. I do feel that I am cognizant of the 
changes and the improvements in our society in 
regards to equality for the races I find less 
discrimination than when 1 left and much more 
understanding fietw'een blacks and whites, 
particularly 

One of Ihe most important changes is that 


there seems to be a rebirth of patriotism and 
unity as reflected by the bumper stickers, the 
flying flags and the general emphasis of 
Americanism in our daily lives This, indeed, is 
heartwarming for me lt is almost as if society 
today is trying to atone for the general dissent of 
a few years ago on our streets and on our cam- 
puses 

Our image 

Politically, the changes have not been all that 
great 1 am disappointed about the Watergate 
incident and hope it will not damage this coun- 
try’s image abroad among our allies and the 
young, emerging nations whom we are trying to 
help in pursuit of a democratic rule 
As for the future, I am undecided at this 
moment whether to continue my military career 
or seek employment in private enterprise The 
military way of life has been good to me and my 
family We've enjoyed it. particularly the travel 
and the many people we’ve met along the way 
but I do really hate to leave my community 
which would be required if I stayed in uniform 
My community means a lot to me. The neigh- 
bors have done so much for my family, not only 
during my period of confinement but prior to that 
as well, when I was required to be away from 
home for extended periods of time 
lt was a wonderful feeling, during my cap- 
tivity. to know that my family was being taken 
care of not only by the military but by relatives, 
friends and neighbors It was a source of comfort 
and gave me peace of mind 
In that respect I feel I owe deep gratitude to 
the neighbors, friends and relatives who have 
watched over my family and did so much for 
them during those dark and lonely years. 

I feel I live not only in the greatest country in 
the world but also among the greatest people in 
the finest community 

Thankful POW 

It would only be natural, then, for me to prefer 
to stay within my community and enjoy its 
friendship and neighborliness while repaying, by 
whatever means 1 can, the indebtedness 1 feel in 
my heart that I owe each and everyone 
Since my return. 1 feel a personal obligation 
not only to my community but to all the people of 
America to express to them our thoughts, ideas 
and prayers nd to give thanks to all those who 
did not target us and supported our cause, thus 
insuring our return home to country and 
families 

I guess, in reality. I have the same love, 
respect, gratitude and sincere affection for the 
vast majority of those who did so much for us in 
assuring our return as they evidenced for us 
1 intend to express that feeling at every op- 
portunity

Tiny purple spots on grass 
leaves are the first symptom 
of Helminthosporium leaf 
spot, a fungus disease that 
attacks Kentucky bluegrass 
during cool, moist weather. 
Grass will thin out in late May 
or early June w hen the disease 
reaches the crown and root 
system The disease also 
attacks red fescue during the 
warm weather in July and 
August. 

“Circles of dead grass w ith 


healthy appearing green grass 
in the center are a good in- 
dication of fusarium blight 
infection.” said pathologist 
Joseph V argas This fungus 
disease often attacks Ken- 
tucky bluegrass lawns 
Symptoms usually appear 
during dry periods.” 

LAWN AREAS that appear 
covered with flour or some 
other white, powdery sub- 
stance are suffering from 
powdery mildew It usually 
occurs in damp, shaded 
Kentucky bluegrass lawns. 
’Morion bluegrass is 
especially susceptible,” 
Vargas said 

Disease control is essential. 


Helminthosporium leaf spot 
can be chemically controlled 
with Actidione-Thiram. Fore, 
Daconil 2787 or Dyrene. 

Mow ing at a height of two to 
three inches and removing the 
clippings will help check the 
disease In the Kentucky 
bluegrasses, resistant 
varieties (Merion, Fylking. 
Pennstar and Nugget) help 
avoid leaf spot 

For fusarium blight, Vargas 
recommends Benomyl 
iTersan 1991). “Two ap- 
plications give effective 
control in most situations.” he 
said. ' Application should be 
initiated at two-week intervals 
at the first sign of the 
disease.”

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Sale of personalized license plates 
disappoints Secretary of State Austin 


Even though Michigan’s 
first year sale of personalized 
license plates will top the 2,000 
mark. Secretary of State 
Richard H. Austin is disap- 
pointed in the sales volume. 

"We had hoped for a first 
year sale of between 5,000 and 
10,000 personalized license 
plates," Austin said. "In order 
to meet our production cost, 
we felt that we would have to 
sell about 2,000 plates, and this 
we will do. 

"Any money made after 
production was to have been 
turned over to the Michigan 
Highway Department to be 
used for road and highway 
cleanup. 

"I certainly hope the high- 
way departme.it isn’t counting 
on the sale of these plates to 
keep Michigan clean." 

Austin said there are 
several reasons for the lack of 
sales: 

Many Michigan motorists 
have just purchased 1973 
license plate and are not in- 
terested in buying new 1974 
plates. 

—Many motorists are un- 
sure as to just what per- 
sonalized licensed plate is. 

—Others may be interested 
in them but want to see them 
on vehicles first. 

"Also, there is the $25 fee 
which, many feel is too high." 
However, of all the states 
selling personalized plates, 
and there are, Austin added, 
more than 20 of them, two 
charges $50. one charges $10, 
and one sells them for $5. All 
other states with the program 
are selling theirs for $25." 

"And. as I said earlier, the 
money received from the sale 
of personalized plates will go 
to help keep Michigan clean." 

Austin said the pattern of 
sales it about the same as that 
of the regular license plates. 
The response at the beginning 
was good, apparently because 
everyone wanted to be first to 
get that special plate number. 
The sale than slacked off for 
some time. 

Those purchasing per-

sonalized license plates will 
receive the plates when the 
regular sale begins in 
November.

The board would not be a captive 
of the White House in this 
or subsequent administrations . ' 


had introduced legislation 
which he felt would make 
energy research and 
development 44 as free as 
possible from political 
pressure and flexible enough 
to respond to America’s in- 
creasingly complex energy 
needs.” 

AT THE HEAT of Ruppe s 
bill is the provision for a five- 
member board which he 
visualized as formulating an 
aggressive policy of un- 
covering environmentally 
acceptable energy sources 
The board "would not be a 
captive of the White House in 
this or subsequent ad- 
ministrations,’’ he said. 

The board would sup- 
plement and coordinate 
existing energy programs 
being carried on by the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
the Interior Department and 
other federal agencies. It also 
w'ould initiate new programs 
either on an * 4 in house’’ basis 
:>r by contracting out specific 
orojects to industries and 
jniversities. 

Ruppe envisioned the board 
advancing on two fronts. 
First, it would deal separately 
with energy policy relating to 
the stimulation and regulation 
of known, marketable energy 
sources such as oil, natural 
gas and hydroelectric 
facilities And second, it would 
formulate policy relating to 
the development of new 
energy technologies. 

Members of the board, 
Ruppe said, would have to 
have a background of ex- 
perience in the energy field. 
They could come from 
universities, scientific in- 
stitutes or various branches of 
the energy industry but would 
have to sever such ties during 
their terms of office 

BOARD MEMBERS would 
be appointed by the President 
with confirmation by the 
Senate. Thev would be 


required to make an annual 
report to Congress on the 
whole scope of their activities 
the previous calendar year. 
The usual term of office for 
board members would be five 
years. 

Ruppe’s bill takes a dif- 
ferent approach from the 
separate energy proposals 
advanced recently by the 
Nixon Administration and by 
Sen Henry M. Jackson, (D- 
Wash). 

The administration’s 
proposal would set up an 
Office Of Energy policy within 
the executive office of the 
President. Its director would 
become a so-called energy 
czar and would serve as the 
administration’s chief policy 
officer on energy matters. 

Additionally the President’s 
massive plan for reorganizing 
the Executive Department 
would call, among other 
things, for establishment of a 
new department of energy and 
natural resources headed by a 
cabinet member 


RUPPE DESCRIBED the 
White House plan as “a 
bureaucratic conglomerate.” 
The congressman said, so far 
as the energy crisis is con- 
cerned, the nation cannot wait 
for the President’s big 
reorganization plan to finally 
get adopted. 

Rupe criticized the 
management arrangements of 
Jackson’s approach. Instead 
of an independent board, the 
Jackson proposal calls for 
creation of five public 
development corporations. 
Supported in part by private 
financing, in addition to the 
formation of a management 
project. 

The three approaches also 
differ on cost. The ad- 
ministration wants $100 
million earmarked in fiscal 
1974 for the acceleration of on 
going research and then a 
total of $10 billion starting in 
fiscal 1975 for the next five 
years. 

Jackson’s bill calls for a 
total federal expenditure of 
about $20 billion over the next 
ten years. Ruppe’s legislation 
anticipates a total expenditure 
of approximately $9.5 billion 
over the next five years with 
$4 billion devoted exclusively 
to activities of the board.

In announcing the new “one 
stop” service, VA Ad- 
ministrator Donald E. John- 
son said that when VA 
receives separation papers 
from the military, computers 
will automatically generate a 
package of papers to veterans. 

These include a Certificate 
of Eligibility required when 
applying for any VA benefit, 
an application for education or 
training, and a form for 
schools to use to certify 
enrollment. 

Previously, each of these 
was a separate step for 
students or schools. 

THE PACKAGE also will 
tell veterans their remaining 
G.l. Bill eligibility time, about 
counseling and tutorial ser- 
vices, how to apply for 
educational assistance and 
about courses that may be 
selected for training.

Vacations conserve energy, 
according to the president of 
the Recreational Vehicle 
Institute. 

“A family on a vacation 
uses less than one fourth the 
amount of energy’ consumed 
at home,” Robert L Stewart. 
Institute president said 

Although many people are 
reluctant to plan summer 
vacations and weekend trips 
out of concern over the 
current energy shortage. 
Stewart said their concerns 
are mistaken. 

“A family of four living in 
an average-sized home nor- 
mally use about four times 


more electricity and natural 
gas than the same family on a 
recreation vehicle vacation. 

Stewart noted that many 
families today are operating 
two or more automobiles. 
"The vacationer in a camper 
is only using one,” he added. 

In comparing gasoline use, 
Stewart said the average 
homeowning family with two 
cars totals around 300 miles 
per week and most auto- 
vacationers travel no farther 
than 300 miles from home 

Stewart said his institute is 
planning a promotional 
campaign to encourage 
families to take vacations.

It’s harvest time for 
Michigan lettuce. Driving 
through Ingham, Jackson. 
Lapeer and Macomb 
counties, you’ll see skilled 
workers separating luscious 
green heads of lettuce from 
rich, fertile soil. They cut the 
roots in just the right place 
with one swipe of the blade 
Damaged outer leaves are 
removed and the lettuce is 
placed in boxes system- 
atically The heads are then 
stored under refrigeration for 
shipment to various markets. 

Most Michigan lettuce is the 
iceberg variety with medium

WHEN BUYING Michigan 
lettuce, look for large, firm 
heads with crisp, tightly 
packed leaves Avoid brown 
outer leaves as this is usually 
an indication of bruising from 
rough handling Lettuce 
should he stored in a cooled or 
refrigerated vegetable 
compartment in super- 
markets to maintain 
freshness 

Refrigerate lettuce when 
you get home However, if you 
plan to use it the same day, 
remove the core w'ith a sharp 
knife or by rapping the bottom 
of the head sharply on a 
wooden board Then hold the 
head upside down under 
running water. The water 
jjeossure will push the leaves 
gently apart Dry the leaves 
and wrap in a towel Place 
l hem in the refrigerator until 
ready lo use 

Though salad is the basic 
use for lettuce, it’s not the only 
one. Outer leaves of lettuce 
can he stuffed like cabbage. 
To soften lettuce leaves, soak 
them briefly in boiling water 
Drain, dry and fill with cooked 
chopped ham and cheese 
combination, minced corned 
lx»ef hash or cooked ground 
beef Steam in a vegetable 
steamer about ten minutes. 

Serve cooked shredded 
lettuce smothered with stewed 
tomatoes. Or cook fresh green 
peas covered with lettuce 
leaves to enhance the flavor.

We in the business com- 
munity need to maintain a 
wholesome perspective and 
positive attitude with respect 
to the Watergate revelations. 

They are shocking of course. 
Much is being said about the 
effect on the ability of the 
President to govern ef- 
fectively, and the slowing 
down of government 
machinery. These are valid 
concerns. 

Over 50 governmental of- 
ficials have been connected 
with the break-in of the 
Democratic headquarters in 


the Watergate complex in 
Washington DC., including 
some of President Nixon’s 
closest advisers. A U.S 
Senate committee and a grand 
jury are investigating the 
charges and reports of the 
Watergate incident 
IF THE WATERGATE 
scandals reveal weaknesses in 
our popular government, they 


also reveal its chief strength 
The built-in correction 
mechanism of our separation 
of powers. No other system 
has it Our political system 
can meet this crisis, as it lias 
many others 

This is no time to become 
cynical. Much good may come 
of Watergate. Historically, 
curative action has followed 


revelation of our faults. 

Government must go on

The house has approved and 
sent to the senate a series of 
bills to improve berefits for 
members of the Detroit and 
outstate school employees, 
state employees and state 
police retirement systems. 

One of the main features of 


the bills is an automatic cost- 
of-living adjustment of a 
maximum of 2 per cent per 
year for retirees, starting next 
January. There will also be a 
$25 per month hike in health 
benefits. 

The bills affect some 7,000 
retired and 21,000 active 
Detroit school employees, 

27.000 retired and 240,000 
active outstate school em- 
ployees. 8,900 retired and 

54.000 active state employees, 
and 450 retired and 1,900 ac- 
tive state police employees. 

In order to cover some of the 
costs of the increased benefits, 
school employee contributions 
to the retirement fund were 
increased from 5 to 6 per cent 
of salaries. Bills to affect state 
and state police employees in 
a like manner are pending. 

The total cost of the 
retirement package to the 
_state has been set at $58.5 
million There was vigorous 
debate on the bills, but only 
limited opposition when they 
came up for a vote. Opponents 
objected to the effect of the 
hills on the state budget, while 
supporters pointed out that the 
retirees are badly in need of 
improved pension benefits 

I feel that this legislation is 
a realistic approach to the 
problems of retired public 
service employees who have 
been caught in the squeeze of a 
fixed income and inflationary 
costs-of-living It will mean 
additional security and a 
better life for public service 
employees 

The legislature has ap- 
proved the state budget bills. 
One of the most difficult areas 
was the school aid ap- 
propriations w'here House and 
Senate versions were far 
apart The bill, like most other 
budget bills, was sent to a 
house-senate conference 
committee to work out a 
suitable compromise. 

As amended by the house, 
the capital outlay bill for 
community and junior 
colleges calls for a total ap 
propriation of $152,750 The 
house version of the public

If Walter Mitty had time to add to his numerous characters 
he probably would have loved to play Mike Smith. 


Mitty, the ever-dreaming, hen-pecked creation of James 
Thurber, was the pilot shooting down the enemy, the gambler 
who won the big pot with the low hand, the doctor, 
philosopher - you name it - that’s what Mitty hoped to be and 
dreamed he was. 

But if Thurber s character had added an athlete to his long 
list of heroes, then Smith would have been a logical choice. 

Good-looking, articulate, personable, Smith, an ex- 
Windsorite is presently the golf pro at one of the world’s most 
famous - and plush courses - the Acapulco Princess in 
Mexico, a course a few steps away from the multi-million 
dollar Princess Hotel. 


He's been the pro there for the past three years and “...has 
enjoyed every minute of it.” 

“I was working at the Kings Inn & Golf Club in Free Port, 
in the Grand Bahamas,” relates Smith, “when they ap- 
proached me about this job. Of course I was really excited 
about it and grabbed it.”

The late Lyndon B. Johnson was one of his pupils. 

“At first, they, the Secret Service people, would not let 
anyone photograph Johnson.

“But later the atmosphere became relaxed 
In fact, we became very close friends The weekend before 
his death, I was invited to the L.B.J. ranch - in Johnson City, 
Texas and we had an interesting discussion. 

“One night after everyone else had retired, he and I sat for 
quite some time and the ex-president recalled some of his 
experiences in the White House.” Mike refused to divulge the 
contents of the talks but added, “if anyone would have told 
me a couple years ago I would be a. guest at the LBJ Ranch, 
and a president of the United States would discuss politics 
with a kid from Windsor, I’d tell him he was out of his mind.” 

Mike, who was 30 last February 28, grew up in Windsor 
where he attended Herman Elementary School. He later 
went on to the University of Windsor where he earned his 
degree in Business Administration. 

He took up golfing when he was eight-years-old and had a 
shotat the PGA tour in 1967 when it was in the Caribbean, but 
didn’t make it. 


“Among the many things that I’m indebted to my father for 
is that he advised me to get my education so if I didn’t make 
it in golf, I would have something to fall back on,” Smith said 

Married in 1967 to an English girl whom he became 
acquainted with while in the Bahamas, the Smiths have a 
five-month old son, Lawrence Lyndon Smith. 

“Mr. Johnson was so kind to me - he organized a birthday 
party at his ranch in my honor He even phoned my mother 
who is presently living in South Carolina. Mum flipped when 
she heard the president’s voice She thought I was kidding 
when I told her I was at the LBJ ranch.” 

Mike has also tutored such prominent persons as Bob 
Hope, Johnny Carson, Sammy Davis Jr , Lawrence Welk, 
Walter Cronkite and Ed McMann and J. P. McCarthey, to 
name a few. 


One of his best kept “secrets” is that Mrs. Hope (Dolores) 
is a better golfer than her husband 

“Now there’s one couple that have been on a perpetual 
honeymoon,” he added. “They’re just wonderful people ”

TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER 

ORDINANCE 28 UNSAFE 
BUILDING ORDINANCE 

An Ordinance defining Unsafe Buildings or structures; 
to provide for their removal or repair. 

By the authority vested in the Township Board by Act 
246, P A ,, 1945, as amended, 

THE TOWNSHIP OF SUMPTER ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 RIGHT OF CONDEMNATION 
All buildings or structures that are or hereafter shall 
become unsafe, unsanitary, or deficient in adequate exit 
facilities, or which constitute a fire hazard, or are 
otherwise dangerous to human life or the public welfare 
shall be deemed unsafe buildings or structures. All unsafe 
buildings shall be taken dow n and removed or made safe 
and secure, as the building official may deem necessary 
and as provided in this ordinance A vacant building, 
unguarded or open door or window, shall be deemed a fire 
hazard and unsafe within the meaning of this ordinance. 

SECTION 2. EXAMINATION AND RECORD OF 
DAMAGED BUILDING 

The Township building inspector shall examine every 
building or structure reported as dangerous, unsafe 
structurally or constituting a fire hazard; and he shall 
cause the report to be filed in a docket of unsafe structures 
and premises, stating the use of the building, the nature 
and estimated extent of damage, if any, caused by 
collapse or failure and such other particulars as may be 
appropriate. 

SECTION 3. NOTICE OF UNSAFE BUILDING. 

If an unsafe condition is found in a building or structure, 
the building inspector shall serve on the owner, agent or 
person in control of the building or structure a written 
notice describing the building or structure that is deemed 
unsafe and specifying the required repairs or im- 
provements to be made to render the building or structure 
safe and secure, or requiring the unsafe building or 
structure or portion thereof, to be demolished within a 
stipulated time. Such notice shall require the person thus 
notified to immediately declare to the building inspector 
his acceptance or rejection of the terms of the order 
SECTION 4 RESTORATION OF UNSAFE BUILDING. 
A building or structure deemed unsafe by the building 
inspector may be restored to a safe condition provided no 
change or use or occupancy is contemplated or compelled 
by reason of such reconstruction or restoration; except 
that if the damage or cost of reconstruction or restoration 
is in excess of fifty (50) per cent of its replacement value, 
exclusive of foundations, such building shall be made to 
comply in all respects with the requirements for 
materials and methods of construction of building of the 
Township Building Code. 

SECTION 5. ORDER TO SHOW CAUSE 
If, such owner, agent or person in control of an unsafe 
building shall refuse or neglect to comply with the said 
notice from the building inspector, such person shall be 
ordered to show cause before the Township Board at a 
time and place to be specified in said order w r hy the Town- 
ship Board should not order the unsafe building to be torn 
down or otherw ise made safe A copy of the order shall be 
served upon the respondent not less than ten days before 
the date of hearing 

SECTION 6 POSTING NOTICE 
If the person addressed with a notice of unsafe building 
or an Order to Show Cause cannot be found within the 
Township after diligent search, then such notice or order 
shall be sent by registered mail to the last known address 
of such person; and a copy of the notice or order shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place on the premises; and such 
procedure shall be deemed the equivalent of personal 
notice 

SECTION 7. DISREGARD OF NOTICE 
Should the owner, his agent, leasee or other interested 
party, after the hearing, fail to remedy the unsafe con- 
ditions, the building inspector or his assistants, with the 
sanction of the Township Board, shall proceed to have 
torn down or otherwise made safe the unsafe condition 
and shall report the facts and the cost of doing this work to 
the Supervisor who shall order the cost paid to the one 
performing the work, and shall assess the sum against the 
property in question 
SECTION 8 SEPARABILITY 

The provisions of this Ordinance are separable and 
should any section, paragraph, sentence or word be held 
to be invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction the 
remaining terms of the Ordinance shall not be affected 
thereby 

SECTION 9 PENALTIES 

Any such owner, agent or person in charge who fails to 
comply with the notice of the building inspector after 
hearing before the Township Board, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and on conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding Five Hundred <$500 .00) Dollars or 
by imprisonment in the County Jail for not exceeding 
Ninety r 90 » days or both 
SECTION lo' EFFECTIVE DATE 
This ordinance shall become effective thirty days after 
publication in the manner prescribed by law

Legislation designed to curb 
the incidence of hepatitis 
resulting from blood trans- 
fusions was introduced 


recently in the state senate by 
Sen William Faust, D- 
Westtand 

“Thousands of people die 


each year from hepatitis after 
receiving transfusions of 
virus-tainted blood,” Faust 
said. 


GM installs sewage plant 


An expenditure of $3 9 
million over the next two 
years for the installation of a 
cooling and storm surface 
water interceptor system will 
be spent by the Hydramatic 
Division of General Motors 
Corporation, Ypsilanti 

Engineering work has 
begun on the project and the 
system is scheduled for 
completion in approximately 
two years. 

The purpose of the system, 
according to U.S. Garlick, 
general manager, is to assure 
that the normally un- 
contaminated cooling or 
storm water which enters 
area streams does not become 
accidentally contaminated 
due to equipment malfunc- 
tions or the possibility of an 


accidental oil spill. 

Currently, water used in the 
Hydra-matic industrial 
process and subject to con- 
tamination. is treated at the 
division’s water facility and 
discharged to the Wayne 
County Interceptor System. 

Hydra-matic's sanitary 
sewage is treated at the Yp- 
silanti Township Treatment 
Plant Water used by this 
division for cooling purposes 
during the manufacturing 
process is uncontaminated 
and together with storm water 
from Hydra-matic’s roofs, 
roadways and parking lots, is 
discharged eventually into the 
streams. 

The new system will consist 
of two. two-million gallon 
holding tanks One tank will 


contain the divisions cooling 
water and the second tank will 
have the capability of con- 
taining rain water from the 
initial 20 minutes of a one inch 
per hour storm over a 216 acre 
area. 

If an accident occurs, a 
computer controlled 
monitoring sensor system w ill 
automatically detect any 
pollutants and the water will 
lx* diverted to a third holding 
tank for treatment prior to 
discharge. 

Garlic said: “this cooling 
and storm water interceptor 
system is subject to approval 
by the State Water Resources 
Commission and will provide 
a final factor of safety over 
and above present water 
pollution controls at Hydra- 
matic.” 


Recent surveys also show 
that hepatitis in the blood of 
paid donors occurs in about 30 
cases per 1,000 as compared to 
3 cases per 1.000 among 
volunteers, according to 
Faust. 

“In view of such statistics, I 
believe that my legislation to 
regulate the purchase of blood 
from a donor will provide 
needy Michigan users 
meaningful protection,” he 
added 

Faust said that ‘'com- 
mercial” blood is often ob- 
tained from alcoholics who 
sell their blood so that they 
can buy liquor. 

“These men often live in the 
most unsanitary conditions 
and are quite likely to trans- 
mit infections,” Faust said. 

“This problem might not be 
so severe if we had an

adequate test to determine 
good and bad blood.” Faust 
said but even the most ac- 
cepted test will at best miss 75 
per cent of the cases where 
blood is in fact con- 
taminated.” 

While most people are 
highly particular in selecting 
their doctor, Faust said that 
few people are aware of the 
risks involved in the blood 
transfusions. 

“When a person is sick, he 
expects to get better through 
treatment Few patients 


suspect that they may be 
exposed to the dangers of 
another disease.” Faust said 

The Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta. Georgia 
estimated that hepatitis 
resulting from transfusions 
account for some 3.500 deaths 
a year, although many doctors 
believe the total is closer to 
35,000 

“Regardless of which figure 
is correct, the conclusion is 
obvious,” said Faust “Action 
must be taken immediately to 
reduce this health menace ”

Lawn Care 

Watering is no simple job 


Watering a lawn seems like 
a simple thing Man needs 
water to live, and so do lawns 
Yet there is more 
disagreement about watering 
than about any other aspect of 
lawn care 

Most of the disagreement 
stems from the lack of a 
precise rule that can be 
universally applied to all 
lawns. Each homeowner must 
personally analyze the 
characteristics of his own 
yard, say landscaping ex- 
perts 

The type of grass, the type 
of weeds present, the type of 
soil, the grade of the lawn, the 
amount of sun the lawn gets 
and the cost and availability of 
water all affect when and how 
much water should be applied 
Consequently, making a rule 
more precise than ‘“when it 
needs it” is difficult 
THE liKST indication of 
“when it needs it” is that the 
soil should be moist through- 
out the root structure, which 
usually penetrates about three 
to four inches below' the 
ground surface 
There are dangers to both 
overwatering and un- 
derwatering If insufficient 
water is applied, the soil w ill 
lose moisture quickly, causing 
the roots to dry out and the 
grass to burn 

fin the other hand, over 
watering impairs oxygen from 
penetrating the soil, which 
stunts root growth 
Another simple, yet 
neglected part of lawn care is 
I rimming The appearance of 


an expertly cut lawn can be 
ruined by tall, uncut grass 
along a walk or against a 
house or tree. 

M ANY PERSONS disregard 
this essential part of lawn care 
because it’s tiring and time- 
consuming But it doesn’t 
have to be, the experts state 
An electric grass trimmer can 
keep your lawn trimmed the 
fast and easy way. 

If your law n is receiving the 
proper amounts of fertilizer 
and warm water, and it still 
looks brown and dying then it 


may be suffering from insects 
or disease. 

SPRAYING THE lawn with 
just any chemical probably 
will be ineffective. The most 
prudent approach is to 
identify exactly what insect or 
disease is causing the 
problem. 

After this identification has 
been made, the obtain a 
product that will effectively 
eradicate the cause, it s also 
important that the directions 
on the package be followed, 
for too much of the “cure” can 
be worse than the “cause.”

Creating a play area for 
children by framing part of 
the yard with wood fences 
provides security for tots and 
helps limit the activities of 
older, more rambunctious 
youngsters, 

Hopefully, the garden and 
plantings in other parts of the 
yard will be spared from some 
of the running and jumping 
when children have their own 
area for play. 

A 15 by 20 foot corner of 
the back yard was set off by 
one family for use by pre- 
school and elementary age 
children, with room for a 
slide, chair swing and plenty 
of running space. 

ALONG THE back and side 
property lines, the fence is 
built of slightly spaced one by 
6-inch western pine boards set 
vertically on three stringers of 
two by fours and four by four- 
inch posts six feet apart 

A lower fence encloses two 
sides of the corner area inside 
the yard, allowing parents to 
keep the youngsters in view 
from inside the house. This 
fence is of one by twos bet- 
ween two by four-inch top and 
bottom rails, set on four by 
tour-inch posts. 

To cushion the falls that 
always come with busy play, 
the ground inside the fences is 
covered w ith wood chips. This 
also keeps down weeds and 
dust and eliminates waiting 
for mud to dry after rainy 
days. 

Also quick drying is a small 
deck in one corner of the play 
area, reached by a wood walk- 
way along the fence* Walk and 
deck a re of two by four-inch fir 
laid flat and face-nailed to 
lour by four-inch stringers. 

THE DECK offers a sturdy 
platform for a small table and 
chairs or other toys that need 
a firm base When children 
are grown, the deck converts 
quickly toother family uses or 
can become the floor of an 
added storage shed 

Play structures easily built 
bv the handyman of dimension 
lumber, such as swings and 
climbers, complement the 
natural colors and textures of 
the wood ground cover and 
fences. 


After paneling, what’s next? 
A logical encore is to top off 
new walls with a do-it-yourself 
ceiling of tile or lay-in panel. 

The condition of your 
present ceiling dictates vour 
options among three basic 
installation methods 

1 Adhesive demands an 
even surface. It also must be 
firm, dry and clean Unsound 
plaster, large holes or un- 
finished ceilings with exposed 
joists can be covered by these 
alternatives 

2. Furring strips of one by 
three-inch softwood Nail to 
joist crossings with eight 
penny nails. Apply tile with 
three penny box nails or nine- 


sixteenths-inch coated staples 
spaced six-inches apart 

3. Suspended, or "drop”, 
ceilings of metal grid hung 
from wire or straps There 
should be a drop of at least 
Ihree-inches, particularly 
between exposed pipes or 
ducts. 

REGARDLESS OF the 
application method, it’s a good 
idea to open the cartons and 
allow them to stand in the 
room a minimum of 24 hours. 
This permits the tiles to 
become “conditioned” to the 
normal room temperature and 
humidity. 

Ceiling tile should not be 
used in areas where the 
relative humidity con- 


Hints can add . 
beauty to geranium 


Any geranium plant can be 
more beautiful by following a 
few hints from Michigan State 
University horticulturists. 

When considering a location 
for your geraniums, 
remember that they bloom 
best where there’s a large 
amount of sunlight 
Geranium plants enjoy a 
loam soil — not too sandy nor 
all clay or silt 
WATER THE plants 
thoroughly after planting. If 
watering is necessary later 
on. he careful not to get the 
foliage wet Water provides 'a 
good medium for plant 
diseases. 

Planters, urns and window 
boxes make good homes for 
geraniums They tend to 
bloom better when not 
overpotted (Do not place 
them in too large a pot) 

A good soil mixture for 
potted geraniums: one part 
each of soil, sand and peal 
moss 

Watering should he done 
only when the top soil feels 
dry To prevent soggy soil and 
salt build-up. drainage holes 


are necessary. 

FERTILIZER is good for 
geraniums, but too much can 
also kill the plant. Use up to 
two pounds of 12-12-12 or 5-10-5 
fertilizer for every 100 square 
feel, or one-fourth teaspoon 
per plant 

Propagation is easy with 
healthy geraniums Place the 
five-to-six-inch cuttings in a 
cool, dry, shaded location so 
the ends of the stems can 
“heal over” for several days 
before placing in moist soil for 
rooting This prevents the 
ends of the stems from rotting.

When used in areas such as

Plan layout ahead of time 
for a pleasing finished ap- 
pearance.

The narrow part of the deck 
begins at the back door, and 
was built at floor level to avoid 
steps in this busy traffic area. 
Leading from the narrow 
section are two steps dowm to a 
walkway along the back of the 


house and to the detached 
garage and driveway at the 
other side of the house 

The main portion of the deck 
extends the length of the house 
and about 15 feet toward the 
back of the lot It’s built of 2 by 
2 • inch fir set on posts and 
joists of 4 by 4 inch fir. 

On one end, a bench doubles 


as a railing The seat of the 
bench is built of the same 2 by 
2 material as the deck, with a 
facing of 2 by 4 inch fir and 
legs of 4 by 4 inch posts. 

Rail Allows View 

The railing around the 
remainder of the deck is 
simple and retains an open 
feeling for full view of the yard 
and plantings. Posts are 
paired and slightly spaced 2 
by 4s. the cap is a flat 2 by 6, 
top and middle rails are 2 by 
2s. and the bottom rail 2 by 4s 

A second flight of w f ide steps 
at the corner of the outer edge 
of the main deck affords ac- 
cess to the lawn and planter 
beds. 

The deck and a boundary 
fence built of 1 by 8 inch wood 
in a board-on-board pattern 
are stained grey to provide a 
neutral setting, allowing the 
trees and shrubs to provide 
color and texture accents.
